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INCIDENT SUMMARY 


On October 16, 1994, at approximately 1813 hours, Unit 20B4, Deputies James 
Duran, and Michael Williams, advised via Sheriff’s radio that 
they had received a “LoJac” hit on a 1994 GMC, Suburban. The GMC was a 
reported stolen out of Pasadena which was taken at gun point, and the suspects were 
considered armed and dangerous. Refer to Pasadena Police Department crime 
report, #94069178. 


Deputy J. Gleason, MEM saw the suspect vehicle driving eastbound on Florence 
Avenue at Eastern Avenue. He immediately advised the assisting units that he had 
located the vehicle. Deputy Gleason, with the assistance of Deputies Duran and 
Williams, and Deputy T. Phillips, “J from Metro Gangs Unit, attempted to 
effect a traffic stop. The suspect vehicle rapidly accelerated, still continuing 
eastbound on Florence Avenue approaching. Jaboneria Road. The pursuit 
subsequently terminated at ell Gardens Avenue, Bell Gardens. The suspects 
drove the vehicle into the driveway of the location, at which time three of the 
suspects exited the vehicle and ran northbound through the yard in front of the 
vehicle. 


Deputies Alex Fernandez, MEM and Michael Harding, went in foot 
pursuit of the fleeing suspects. Deputy Benny Hollowell, and his partner, 


Deputy J. Bolanos, also went in foot pursuit of the fleeing suspects. As 
Deputy Hollowell ran toward the suspect vehicle, he noticed that the vehicle was 
still rolling forward and both the left front and rear doors were open. When he 
passed the left rear door, he noticed a male, later identified as Suspect Young Lee, 
seated in the left rear passenger seat. Deputy Hollowell pointed his weapon at 
Suspect Lee and ordered him not to move. He stepped inside the moving vehicle, 
placed his right knee on the driver’s seat and began to move the shift lever into 
“Park” with his left hand. Suspect Lee quickly bent forward at the waist as if 
reaching for the floorboard. Deputy Hollowell believing that Suspect Lee was 
reaching for a weapon, and fearing for his life, fired one round from his service 
weapon at Suspect Lee through the driver’s seat. 


Deputy Hollowell immediately exited the vehicle and looked into the rear seat and 
saw Suspect Lee laying down with his feet on the left rear floorboard and his head 
near the right rear door. After ordering Suspect Lee to raise his hands, Deputy 
Hollowell grabbed him by his right arm and shirt, pulled him out of the vehicle and 
placed him face down on the ground. He then handcuffed Suspect Lee without 
further incident. After handcuffing Suspect Lee, Deputy Hollowell saw a silver 
colored semi-automatic handgun laying on the left rear floorboard exactly where 
Suspect Lee had been reaching. 
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The remaining three suspects, Melissa Gomez, ۳۲۲/19555555 FH/13, and Jae 
Kil Kong, MH/25, were subsequently apprehended. 


IAB Note: Suspect Jae Kil Kong was later identified by LASD 


Homicide Investigator Gil Carrillo, as the shooter in a 
664/187, 211 P.C. He was also identified as a suspect in five armed 
robberies. 


Deputy Michael Williams stated that he was driving westbound on Clara Street 
approaching Atlantic Avenue in the City of Cudahy, when he saw the numbers, 
110918, flash across the “LoJac” screen. He placed a lock on the “LoJac” and his 
partner, Deputy James Duran, L | “plugged” the numbers into the stolen 
vehicle system and it returned as an armed and dangerous stolen vehicle as of this 
date, September 16, 1994. Deputy Williams immediately contacted the Sheriff's 
Communication Center (SCC) and advised them of the stolen vehicle and requested 
all Cudahy Units and an Aero Unit to “L-Tac.” He indicated that Deputy Gleason, 
Unit 27-A/PM’s, sighted the vehicle at Florence Avenue and Eastern Avenue, and a 
pursuit ensued. Deputy Williams said that he did not participate in the vehicle 
pursuit. 


Deputy Hollowell stated that he received information from Unit 20B4 that they had 
received a “LoJac” hit on a 1994 GMC, Suburban, license # and it 
returned as an armed and dangerous stolen vehicle. Deputy Hollowell said that a 
pursuit was initiated and he and his partner, Deputy Bolanos were the second unit in 
the pursuit, and followed the primary unit, 28-B/P.M’s, Deputies Fernandez and 
Harding, to the termination of the pursuit on Bell Gardens Avenue, Bell Gardens. 


Deputy Hollowell related that at the termination of the pursuit, the suspects drove 
the stolen vehicle into the driveway of a residence, Bell Gardens Avenue. 
Three suspects exited the stolen vehicle and started running through the front yard of 
the location. Deputy Hollowell said that he and his partner, Deputy Bolanos, started 
to join the foot pursuit that Deputies Fernandez and Harding were already involved 
in. Deputy Hollowell stated that as he ran toward the vehicle, he could see that the 
vehicle was still rolling. As he and Deputy Bolanos approached the vehicle, Bolanos 
told him to “take the car” When he ran upon the vehicle, the two left doors were 
open and he saw one male (later identified as Suspect Young Lee) seated in the left 
rear seat. Deputy Hollowell said he yelled to the suspect three or four times not to 
move. Deputy Hollowell said that as he entered the vehicle, Suspect Lee bent 
forward as if he was reaching for the floorboard. Deputy Hollowell indicated that 
when he lost sight of Suspect Lee, he feared for his life. Since the vehicle had 
returned as stolen, armed/dangerous, coupled with the fact that the vehicle had been 
involved in a pursuit, and believing that Suspect Lee might be reaching for a 
weapon, he (Hollowell) fired one round from his Department issued Beretta. 
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IAB Note: Deputy Holloway fired the round through the driver’s 
seat at the suspect who was seated in the rear seat of the vehicle. 
Deputy Holloway told IAB investigators that he simultaneously 
placed the vehicle in “park” in order to stop it, and fired one round 
at the suspect. He indicated that he placed his right knee on the 
driver’s seat, held his gun in his right hand, reached over the 
steering wheel with his left hand and moved the shift lever into 
“park.” Deputy Holloway said he writes left handed and shoots 
right handed. 


Deputy Hollowell stated that he immediately exited the vehicle as soon as he fired 
the round and checked the rear seat to see if the suspect had been hit. Deputy 
Hollowell said that Suspect Lee was laying down on the seat. He ordered him to put 
his hands up. He indicated that when Suspect Lee complied, he removed him from 
the vehicle, placed him face down on the ground, and then handcuffed him. Deputy 
Hollowell said that Suspect Lee did not offer any resistance during the incident. He 
related that he did not put out any type of “998” traffic since deputies were still in 
foot pursuit of the other suspects and that neither he nor Suspect Lee were injured. 


Deputies Bolanos, Fernandez, Harding, Gleason, and Phillips all participated in the 


foot pursuit and the capture and arrest of the remaining three suspects, however, they 
did not witness the shooting. 
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
